HARRY HOPKINS 
‘NOT INVOLVED 


Washington, Dec. 5.—Three shipments 
or vital atomic bomb materials were sent to 
Russia in 1943, and no evidence has been 
found that. Harry L. Hopkins was involved, 
the congressional investigator disclosed on 


Monday. 


This statement was made by Mr Louis Russell, 
chief investigator for the House Un-American 


Activities Committee. 


It was made as the Com- 


mittee met in an urgent session to determine 
whether it should look into the former Air Force 
major’s charges that Hopkins, late White Housa 
intimate of President Roosevelt, and two State 
Department officials helped send materials to 


Russia.
